DISPOSING Or THE ASHES. 

A N<*Mt ttiul Couvt'nli^iJt Way of Kr< plus 

the rnniiflitly lleapA Out of the Way. 

There must bo provision made for tlie 
ashes wiiicli are prcxlueed durinp the 
winter. If you live in a larpe city this 
Is an easy mutter, us tlio city carts take 
away all refuse matter at least once a 
week. If there Is no such provi.sion, 
and tho nshes must accuiiiulate throupli 
the winter, arraupc some plafc in the 
cellar or yard where they can bo kept 
In a compact inaiinor. N’othlnp pives a 
house a more forlorn, untidy look than 
heaps of ashe.s in tho .yard, an.l when 
all tho other refuse of the house Is 
added to this tlie sipht ooeomes almost 
iincuduralile. No amount of adorn- 
Dient on tlie inside of the homo can off- 
set this blot If tlic ashes are taken 
awayo.’Kje a week flour barrels will an- 
swer. They must bo renewed several 
times durinp the winter, oa the ashes 
dry and loosen the staves. 

If, however, tho aslios and other ref- 
nsi' ui'ast be kept in tho yard a htrpt 
bin Clin be constructed at a sllpht e.\- 
pense. Have tho bin made lonp, the 
buck iilpher tlian tho front. I’ut a 
larpe swiuplup door at one end. This 
is to be used when the bin is emptied 
In the sprinp. Have several hlnpod 
covers for the bln. I’aint this struut- 
lire a color that blends with the honse, 
fence, etc , a dark preen lielnp appro 
jiriute. The |>aint is iieoessary to pri>- 
serve the wood and will make the place 
less conspicuoua In the sprinp till, 
bin can be eleuiiod out, and one or two 
barrels loft In one end to be used foi 
coal ashes, or any other refuse thiij 
must be carted off from time to time 
The other end can be used for pardon 
toola If fast-prowlnp runnlnp vinoB 
are planted at the end of this bin it 
may be converted into a thing of beauty 
in the sprinp and summer. — Ladies 
Home Journal.
